WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—@)— 
A new and drastic economic venture 
for the farmer's sake was sent to the 
senate tonight by a big house ma- 
jority. 

It was the emergency domestic al- 
lotment bill that would boost farm 
incomes by fixing minimum prices on 
seven “major agricultural commodi- 
ties. The house cast 203 votes for 
the plan to 151 against. 

The bill faces an uncertain fate in 
the senate, where strong opposition 
to it hag been expressed among some 
democrats as well as republicans. 

Although sponsors of the legislation 
are hopetul of obtaining a majority 
for-it, Senator Smith, ranking demo- 
crat on the agricultural committee, 
hus indicated his opposition; and 
Chairman McNary has expressed 
doubt of its wisdom, though he has 
introduced a similar measure by re- 
quest. 
Parties Split on Vote. 

Senator Borah, Idaho republican 
and a strong influence in farm legis- 
lation, has not committed himself, but 
has expressed serious doubts about 
the legislation to his constituents. 

House party lines were split on 
the measure drafted by Jones, of 
Texas. Once the doors had _ been 
opened to admit rice, peanuts, and 
butterfat along with the four com- 
modities recommended for benefits by 
the agricultural committee—wheat, 
cotton, tobacco and hogs — they 
yromptly were closed again by a close- 
nit democratic and republican pro- 


majority.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(/)— 
Senate stock market’ investigators 
wrote new chapters into the amazing 
life story of Sweden's mysterious 
Ivar Kreuger today and recessed their 
inquiry to prepare for an excursion 


into the sensational career of Ameri- 
ca’s Samuel Insull. ; 

The Kreuger inquiry not only de- 
veloped new facts about the tangled 
financial affairs of Sweden's match 
king, but brought a recomme: dation 
trom an official of the New York 
Stock exchange for legislation to pro- 
tect investors, 

Frank Altschul, chairman of the 
exchange’s stock list committee, frank- 
ly testified that market officials were 
deceived by Kreuger’s reputation, and 
recommended legislation to require in- 
dependent audits of all companies sell- 
ing securities to the public. 

Chairman Norbeck indicated the 
next phase of the inquiry would be 
an investigation of the collapse of 
the gigantic Insull. utilities empire, 
on which committee agents have bape 
working for months. It is not yet 
ready for presentation, he said.

FATE OF BANK BILL 
KEPT IN BALANCE 
BY LONG, ALLIES 


‘Glass Forces Night Ses- 
| sion of Senate in Effort 
To Break Filibuster by 
Loyisiana Solon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12..—2)— 
Unquelled after three days of delay, 
but with its inspiration—Senator 
Long, of Louisiana—weary and 


hoarse, the filibuster against the Glass 
banking bill pushed on to the end of 
tonight’s session and waited only the 
morrow to begin again. 

Forced into the first night meeting 
of the “lame duck” session, the forces 
of the newcomer from the far south, 
who are holding up the banking legis- 
lation, finally won a_ recess at 
6:33 p. m. 

Just before, the breathing spell had 
been denied them by 51 to l4._ 

The vote was the first taken since 
the bill became the unfinished busi- 
ness on January 5, and its status to- 
night was so “unfinished” that no one 
dared predict its ultimate fate. 

Senator Glass, of Virginia, who had 
served notice he would see to it that 
the senate continued to “legislate,” 
forced the night meeting in an effort 
to break the filibuster which Long 
has carried on almost single-handedly 
for three days. 

Wearied and his voice reduced to a 
whisper, Long immediately accepted 
the challenge and drew assistance 
from Senator Thomas, democrat, of 
Oklahoma, who voted against the re- 
cess motion of Senator Wheeler, dem- 
ocrat, of Montana, in order to make 
a long-planned speech. 

The tall, white-haired Oklahoman 
read a number of telegrams from 
citizens in his state, including one 
from the state banking commissioner, 
objecting to the bill’s branch bank 
provisions. 

After he had proceeded for about 
three-quarters of an hour, Senator 
Wateon, of Indiana, the republican 
leader, moved a recess, and the few 
senators present agreed. 

The general tenor of the Thomas 
telegrams was that branch banking 
would destroy home-owned state banks 
and wreck individuality in banking. 

Thomas told the senate it had been 
in session six weeks now, and the 
conntry was in the fourth year of de- 
pression, without proper remedial 
steps being taken. 

“At atrial November 8,” Thomas 
continued, “a president was convict- 
ed, an administration wrecked and a 
political party injured if not de- 
stroyed.” 

He then reviewed democratic vic- 
tories, and turned back to the bank- 
ing bill with the remark that hungry 
people and farmers can “scarcely get 
a hearing, yet when the financial in- 
terests want one, it’s easy—even to 
the extent of holding the senate in

Congress to Approve 
Large Tax Refunds

The senate today voted to require that 
the joint congressional committee on 
internal revenue taxation approve all 
tax refund claims of $5,000 or more 
before they are paid. 

The measure offered by Senator Mc- 
Kellar, dem@crat, Tennessee, as an 
amendment to the first deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, was passed, 51 to 26, 
after the seante, by 52 to 26, had sus- 
pended the rules to take it up. 

Its passage followed sharp criticism 
by Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, of the present system under 
which he said Secretary Mills, or one 
of his appointees, had apparently 
passed on a refund of $5,869,951 to 
the estate of his father, of which Mr. 
Mills was executor. 

Refunds to Samuel Insull, the

BEGINS IN ORIENT 
AS ARMIES MOVE 


Chinese and Japanese 
Continue Preparations 
for Major Struggle De- 
spite Negotiations. 


By the Associated Press. 

Peace negotiations were reported to 
have begun yesterday in the Shan- 
haikwan area, but the Chinese and 
Japanese armies in the field appeared 
to be continuing their preparations 
for warfare. 

A Japanese report said opposing 
military leaders had met at the Japa- 
nese headquarters in Chinwangtao, 
near Shanhaikwan, and that the con- 
versations probably would continue. 
No statement of progress was issued. 

Meanwhile,. Chinese reports told of 
the appearance of Japanese airplanes 
over Jehol city and Chaoyang, Je- 
hol’s second largest city, near the 
Manchurian frontier. 

Chinese sources also said a large 
detachment of Japanese troops had 
started from Mukden to Chinchow, 
the southern base east of Jehol. A 
Japanese expedition on the way from 
Shanhaikwan to Lingyaun, in south- 
ern Jehol, was reported to be still 
on the march through bitter winter 
weather which sent the temperature 
to 40 degrees below zero. 

There was no activity in the Shan- 
haikwan sector, nor at Chiumenkow, 
the pass through the Great: Wall 14 
miles north of that city. The Japa- 


nese held the northern end of the 
pass and the Chinese the southern 
end, apperently willing to let. that 
situation continue for the present. 

China’s representatives at Geneva, 
said a report from Nanking, urged 
the national government today to 
throw all its armed strength against 
the Japanese. Not until China proves 
that she can defend her own inter- 
ests, said Dr. W. W.. Yen, the rep- 
resentative to the League of Nations, 
can she expect help from friendly 
powers. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
REPORTED UNDER WAY 


SHANGHAI, China, Jan, 12.—(?) 
Opposing ‘military leaders in the 
Shanhaikwan area were reported to 
have begun a peace parley at Chin- 
wangtao today but dispatches from 
Jehol told of troop movements which 
indicated that the armies were pre- 
paring for new campaigns. 

Japanese planes were said to have 
reconnoitered Jé@hol City, once the 
summer residence of the Manchu em- 
perors and now the provincial capital. 
The planes circled the capital and 
flew north over Chaoyang, the second 
largest city, 140 miles away and close 
to the Manchurian border. 

The same sources reported Japanese 
troops in Manchuria and southern Je-

The house Thursday after hearing

BITTER DEBATE

As the senate voted, 34 to 15, Thurs- 
day to go into the regular biennial ses- 
sion immediately following its present 
organization meeting, Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge prepared for presenta- 
tion this morning his first message to 
the house and senate. The senate’s 
action was in concurrence with 2 reso- 
lution previously approved by the 
house and means that at least a part 
of the regular session, set by law for 
midsummer, will be advanced in order 
that the legislature may act on meas- 
ures advocated by the Talmadge ad- 
ministration.

the highway commissioners, 

Immediately after being notified 
that the senate had concurred in the 
house action and ‘that the regular ses- 
sion would begin on January 19, the 
governor called in one of his secre- 
taries and dictated the message which 


is to be read to both houses at 10 
o'clock this morning, 
Contents of Message Guarded. 

Though the contents of the message 
were closely guarded, it was said that 
the message will make a formal re- 
quest for a law reducing the price of 
automobile tags to a flat rate of $3 
each and will suggest a reorganiza- 
tion of the entire highway depart- 
ment, 

“I am very glad ‘to learn that the 
senate has approved the resolution to 
continue in session,” the governor de- 
clared when administration leaders 
hurried to the executive offices to in- 
form him of their vietory. “I will 
prepare a message immediately and 
submit. it to both houses tomorrow.

Making Vegetables Good to Fat. 
One thing that home economics in 
the schools has done for the Ameri- 
can people is to make them more veg- 
etable-conscious. Hardly a child to- 
day who does not have his spinach and 
tomato juice as regular as clockwork. 
Rut the vital point is, how many of 
|these children, when they come to ma- 
'turity, will continue eating their spin- 
ach and drinking their tomato juice? 
It all depends upon how good their 
spinach tastes to them now, whether 
it is really good eating or not. 
Spinach, swiss chard, beet tops, 
turnip greens, kale, all of these val- 
uable bulky and mineral-high greens, 
may be made into very good eating in- 
deed. But not in the way the aver- 
age homemaker prepares them. 
A Few Words in Behalf of Spinach. 
Spinach, for instance. First it 
must be washed thoroughly in cold 
running water, or else in_ several 
waters if necessary to wash it in a 
van. In the latter case, the spinach 
sont must be lifted out, leaving the 
sand and dirt in the pan, which is 
then cleaned out with fresh water. 
Any grit left in the spinach is in- 


This removes the excess water. 


‘eating indeed. 


excusable. Then the spinach must be 
picked up in bunches and wrung out, 
as you would wring a towel or cloth. 
The 

rinach shonld then be placed in an 
siaoiutale dry pan or kettle, with the 
eover on it till the steam forms. It 
should be cooked exactly eight min- 


utes after the formation of the steam, 
and not a second longer. 


Serve as 
soon as cooked, generously seasoned 
with melted butter sauce in which has 
been placed the salt and pepper. Such 
well-cooked spinach makes very good 
Crisp, succulent, tasty. 

Carrots and Peas Require Little 

Water. 

Carrots, how should they be cooked? 

Certainly not the way they are in the 


average home. Young carrots need 
|only be serubbed, then dropped into as 
| small an amount of boiling water as 
will prevent scorching. The sauce 
‘pan may be partially covered to de- 
velop steam. Rapid cooking in boil- 


| ing water, partially if not totally un- 


covered, is the secret of cooking these 
mild- flavored vgetables. And use only 
as much water as necessary to pre- 
vent sticking or scorching. 

Those women who really know how 
to make fresh young green peas into 


'a dish for the gods add water, as it 
cooks away, by the tablespoonful, so 


that when the peas are tender, the 
water is all absorbed. Peas, carrots, 
string beans, wax beans and similar 
fresh vegetables need a generous but- 
ter sauce, or a small amount of rich 
sweet cream and for seasoning, noth- 
ing but salt and pepper. In the cities, 
where these vegetables cannot be ob- 
tained fresh from the garden, a bit of 
granulated sugar brings out the origi- 
nal sweet flavor of the fresh product. 
Cabbage Calls for Quick Cooking. 

Cabbage is spoiled in the cooking 
in many homes. In fact, it is literally 
cooked to death! Correct cabbage 
cookery requires ‘the final product to 
be crisp, not mushy, and white or 
slightly green in color, never the awful 
pinkish-brown color developed by over- 
cooking. From 8 to 12. minutes’ 
cooking is sufficient for any kind of 
cabbage, and the matter of the amount 
of water used is covered if the cab- 
hage itself is kept just covered with 
the rapidly boiling water.

Quite the contrary is 
the case with pork cuts or veal, which 
shonld all be cooked well done. 

If every homemaker would follow 
these rules for the cookery of meats 
and vegetables, all of her cooking 
would be very good eating!

As ‘Most Efficient in the World’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(P)— 
The house appropriations committee 
today recommended that $60,583 be 
allowed the Fort Benning infantry 
school during the next fiscal year. 
The sum was one of the few items on 
the budget that was not decreased by 
the committee. 

The recommendation came after 
Colonel Laurence Halstead, of the 
office of the chief of infantry, said 
the Fort Benning school was the most 
“efficient institution of its kind in 
the world.” 


He told the committee that at the |

end of the present fiscal .year 
government will have spent $8,000,- 
OOO at the fort. 

“It has a given capacity for train- 
ing.’ he said. “To use these training 
facilities at less than capacity is 
equivalent to a voluntary reduction 
of our product.

dictates that plant capacity should be 
maintained at the highest ‘possible 
level when the output is in demand.” 

‘The war department, he said, has 
been forced to reduce expenditures for 
the Benning staff and faculty 33 1-3 
per cent and the students 50 per cent. 

“While I grant that sound reason 
and good judgment has dictated the 
economies -and wretrenchments  im- 
posed.” he said, “I wish to emphasize 
the necessity for returning to ca- 
pacity attendance at the infantry 
school at the earliest date practicable 
if we are not to impair the high 
standard of training now existing 
threughout the infantry.”

Atlanta Firm Enters Mem- 
bership, George W. West 
Announces. 


The First Mutual Building & Loan 
Association has been admitted to mem- 
bership in the Federal Home Loan 
bank system, according to an an- 
nouncement Thursday by George W. 
West, president. Notification that 
the association had been accepted was 
made in a letter from Thomas W. 
Ellett, secretary-comptroller of the 
bank, Mr. West said. 

The letter of notification congrat- 
ulated the First Mutual on having 
met the rigid requirements of the 
bank in every particular. 

Mr. West said there has .been & 
public misconception of the functions 
of the Federal Home Loan bank sys- 
tem, many thinking that the govern- 
ment would immediately take the tax- 
payers’ money and lend it on real 
estate. He explained that the bank’s 
capital was supplied by its members 
the same as member banks supply 
the capital of the federal reserve sys- 
tem, and that it also operates as a 
rediscount bank, lending money to its 
members. ae 

“The member is given a definite 
line of credit,” Mr. West explained. 
“Members may lend only on homes 
eosting up to $20,000 occupied by 
their owners. The system proposes to 
lend only 30 to 40 per cent of the 
value of the property.” 

As to when the system will begin 
to operate, Mr. West said that few 
institutions besides building and loan 
associations are eligible to member- 
ship, and that his company’s applica- 
tion, as far as he knew, is the first ac- 
cepted. He added that his organiza- 
tion would not for the present apply 
for the rediscount privilege. 

“In some cities, however,” Mr. 
West said, “‘the associations will prob- 
ably need to rediscount their loans. In 
that event they may do so at once,”

“Teachers of Atlanta generally had 
no knowledge of what would be dis-

I do not know how they will christen 
it. This business of laying the corner stone of a golf 
course or christening one seems rather new. There seems 
to be no special ceremony, such as smashing a bottle of 
champagne over the bow of a caddy, but nevertheless 
the idea of a national golf course designed by Bobby 
Jones and a grrrraaand Scot, Alistair Mackenzie, is at- 
tracting national attention—as a national golf course 
should. 

It is not improbable that the national open will be played 
there at some later date. Certainly there will be some famous 
tournaments over it. 

Georgia is already by way of being the golf capital 

of the country. There are hundreds each year who 

come to play over historic old East Lake and her two 

grand courses. And now Georgia is to have the Na- 
tional course, where one may get an earlier start at golf. 

It is most intriguing, and I intend to be there for the dedi- 
cation just to see how one does lay the corner stone of a new 


golf course. 


JUST A GOLF COURSE. 

The Augusta National golf course is to be just a golf course. 
There is a lovely old clubhouse, made from an old manor house 
that has been there for years and years. 

The land and the manor name date back into 1760, 

or thereabouts, Augusta being next to Savannah in age 

among the Georgia cities. And there was no pro- 

vision for teas or bridge parties or tennis games or 
swimming parties—just golf. 

This new course may have been influenced by the .new 
science of technocracy. Statistics have shown that our country 
clubs are so much in demand for the ladtes that there is no 
masculine retreat left where only golf may be played. 

And just to add to the unique plan of the course— 
with holes in replica of the more famous holes Bobby 
Jones played during his rather glamorous career—there 
is really a nineteenth hole. This, of course, adds much 
to the play-off—providing a new test rather than one 
over the old No. 1 again. 

Bobby Jones is not to play today—according to schedule. 
He is president and he is to be a welcoming committee of one 
for the new members who arrive by special train this morning 
from New York. 

TOO BIG FOR A HORSE. 

For no reason at all I always think of a baseball meeting at 
Asheville, N. C., when | see Jess Sweetser. He was there re- 
cuperating from an illness and he attended the meeting of base- 
ball writers, there for the national convention of minor leagues.

And he wrote that he was amazed to find that Jones’ locker 
was no different from the dozens of others about it in the locker 
room. He had expected a golden door and a special chair or

This new course, about which little is known, is, I think, 
a special sort of triumph for Bobby Jones.

POUGHKEEPSIE 
CREW CLASSIC 
IS ABANDONEL 


Low Finances Force 
Stewards To Shelve 
Blue Ribbon Event.

United Press Staff Correspondent. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(UP)— 
The depression struck perhaps its 
most damaging blow to amateur sports 
today when the stewards of the Inter- 
collegiate Rowing Association voted to 
abandon the 193° Poughkeepsie regat- 
ta, blue ribbon event of the college 
navies, 

Thus, for the fourth time since 1895, 
the pick of the college eight-oared 
shells will not sweep down the Hud- 
son in June. The regatta was not 
held in 1917, 1918 and 1919 because 
of the war. It was wiped off the 
boards today because of the depleted 
exchequers of the schools that go in 
for rowing. 

REVIVE CLASSIC, 


The action of the stewards does not 
mean, however, that the 37-year-old 
classic has been permanently shelved. 
It was clearly stated in the official 
announcement that the event will be 
revived in 1934, if at all possible, 

Cancellation of the race came as no 
great surprise to rowing enthusiasts. 
Only two of the crews which might 
have been counted on to compete in 
the racing this year—Columbia and 
Navy—had signified their intention of 
doing so, and Cornell, whose big red 
crews lead all the rest in winning, 
announced a few days ago that it 
would not put a shell on the water. 


Today’s decision, while it was 
reached by unanimous vote, was made 
only after lengthy discussion by the 
five stewards—Maxwell Stevenson, 
Columbia, chairman; Romeyn Berry, 
Cornell; Commander J. L. Hall Jr., 
Navy; C. Louis Borie, Pennsylvania, 
and F. H. Plumb, Syracuse. 


Chairman Stevenson, in discussing 
the cancellation, said the stewards 
argued every angle in an effort to 
save the event. Points debated includ- 
ed moving the race to a more central 
location, shortening the distance to 
lessen the period of training required 
for a four-mile grind, and the raising 
of funds by public subscription. 


TOO MUCH EXPENSE. 


“But,” Stevenson said, “we decided 
that even if all of these things were 
done, the cost of transportation and 
boarding would still be too much for 
the colleges in these trying times. Be- 
sides, there was the cost of shells and 
all the other equipment to consider.” 


Stevenson said the stewards were 
decidedly against the suggestion to 
foot the bill by public subscription. 

“With thousands of people suffer- 
ing from hunger and cold, it didn’t 
seem just right to have the colleges 
raising funds to send a .crew to 
Poughkeepsie. The race is important, 
but not that important.” 

Stevenson said he had heard noth- 
ing of the earlier,and smaller regattas 
being abandoned. Fhat some will is 
likely, however, for it is reported 
Pennsylvania .and Syracuse, along 
with Cornell, will not put a shell in 
the water this season. Ih such an 
event Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Co- 
lumbia, Navy and possibly M. I. T., 
would be the only schools with crews.

OVERTRAINED. 

I think I might have done better 
there if I had not been overtrained. 
There was plenty of time between 
events and I was never tired as lI 
had been at the try-outs in Chicago 
when I competed in seven events in 
one day. The Olympics went on for 


nearly two weeks. 

My coach, Colonel McCombs, of 
Dallas, made me keep in the best con- 
dition, but there were so many ex- 
citing things around Los Angeles 
that it was hard for me to keep my 
mind on the contests in which I was 
entered. Qne day I was taken over to 
Will Rogers’ studio. I had always 
wanted to meet, him. 

“Wall,” he said, “if it ain’t old 
Texas.” He invited me to his place 
to play golf, and said he would caddy 
for me if he could ride a horse around 
the links. Something happened to pre- 
vent this match, but if I am ever back 
in Beverly Hills I am going to hold 
old Oklahoma Rogers to his promise. 

I saw a lot of other movie stars— 
Janet Gaynor, Roscoe Ates, Charles 
Farrell and Warner Baxter. We got 
along fine together. Janet Gaynor was 
as sweet to me as she was in the pic- 
tures of her I had seen. And all the 
others were good sports. I think Will 
Rogers thought I was going to be 
snooty. I thought he was nice and 
friendly, but he didn’t say anything 
very funny. 

LIKES JAPANESE. 


Of all the foreign girls I met at 
the Olympic village, I liked the Jap- 
anese girls best. They had heard about 
me and thought 1 was a “super- 
woman.” They invited me to their cot- 
tage in Olympic village and gave me 
handkerchiefs, silk dresses and um- 
brellas. I just had to take them or| 
it would have hurt their feelings, 

I also met a number of men ath- 
letes of all races and nations, and 
found them generally good scouts. 

The only unpleasant person I met 
was one of the officials of the games. 
He didn’t want me-to enter three 
events. But every athlete knows there 
is always some overparticular official 
at athletic events. 

My coach, Colonel McCombs, was 
an old army officer, and he believes 
in discipline. But he was always nice 
to me. When I first began to play 
basketball for my team in Dallas we 
had to wear “modest” suits. They may 
have been modest, but they were no 
help in getting about the court in. 
They had long sleeves and heavy 
woolen track pants. 

There was one other girl on our 
team, the Golden Cyclones, who felt 
as I did about our uniforms. We 
didn’t exactly go on a strike, our 
coach was too military for that, but 
we said to him: “Coach, if you will 
get us silk uniforms, we'll go out 
and win the national championship | 
for you.” 

SILK UNIFORMS. 


Colonel McCombs got. us silk uni- 
forms, and we won the national title, 
proving that we were women of our 
word and that Colonel McCombs knew 
women, Even girl athletes like silk. 

With this article 1 am going to 
wind up the story of my track and 
field career. I have been asked to 
say something. about my training 
methods and explain why I have been 
able to win all but four or five of 
the 150 events I entered during the 
three years I was an amateur track 
and field star. 

I have never trained in the strict 
sense.

I eat what I 
want, except that I don’t drink cof- 
fee when I am getting in shape for 
a meet. I have a natural liking for 
vegetables, even spinach, and don’t 
care much for meat.

In the first place, the Athletics first signed him in 1925 when he was 


only 17 years old.

letics in which he batted for the spicy percentage total of .667. 


In the third place, when he bec 


ame a regular in 1928 at the age of 


20 1-2 years, he broke in at three different jobs—as a catcher, a third 
baseman and a first baseman, finishing with a season’s batting average 


of .328. 

It isn’t any simple matter to crash 
the big show when you are only 20 
years old, but to crash the big show 
in three different spots has practical- 
ly got to be a world’s record. 


The Down and Up of It. 


James Emory Foxx, the home run 
king of 1932, is a striking example of 
the sudden turns that happen in base- 
ball, plus the net result of hurdling 
discouragement in one bounding jump. 

The young ball player batted .628 in 
1928, .354 in 192%, and .335 in 1930. 
Apparently the young star was on 
his way to a great spin when he sud- 
denly skidded and fell, in 1931, to the 
comparatively low mark of .291. 

It might be recorded here that for 
a brief period young Mr. Foxx was 
a trifle upset by the slump, but im 
stead of fretting he decided to more 
than make up for the 1931 deficit in 
1932, 

He not only lifted his batting aver- 
age to the high mark of .364, th 
best in his career, but he also hammer- 
ed out 58 home runs to lead the slug- 
ging Babe Ruth by 17 homers. 

In addition to this, he led his league 
in driving runs across the plate with 
a steady fusillade of timely blows, 
which even Lou Gehrig couldn’t match 
—and this has been a Gehrig specialty 
for some time. 


Concerning Foxx. 

Just what sort of cove is this James 
Emory Foxx? In the first place he 
is a lee powerfully bhilt young fel- 
low, one of the strongest men in 
baseball. 

He has abnormal strength in hie 
two forearms, which permits him to 
handle a big war bludgeon as if it 
were a feather duster. 

This strength of hands, wrist and 
arms gives him a lashing power, 
which might break up a ball game 
at any given moment, just as he 
practically decided the World Series 
of 1931 with a nine-inning home run, 
which came near to decapitating a 
spectator in the left center stands at 
St. Louisa. 

In addition to this, he is one of the 
most popular ball players that ever 
worked on any club, There may be 
internal feuds here and there, but all 
factions are 100 per cent for Jimmy 
Foxx. He has a friendly, likeable per- 
sonality, which always gets along. 

With the Babe on his way to 40, 
there was a general feeling that Lou 
(Giehrig, of the Yankees, would be the 
successor to the home run throne. 

Gehrig had tied up the Babe in 
1951 with 46 cireuit smacks, not in- 
cluding another which he failed to 
run out, or which some one else failed 
to run out. 

But as the case now stands. Gehrig 
has the battle of his life ahead to 
take the long distance slugging crown 
away from the big yeung Philadel- 
phian, ' , 

Gehrig is one of the great sluggers 
of baseball history, but so is Jimmy 
Foxx. 

Any ball player who can turn in 
oS home runs in one season at the 
age of 25 is a-factor to be reckoned 
with later on, 

It may be that Chuck Klein, that 
mighty mauler of the National league, 
may come along to challenge both. 
But as it looks now, one of the lead- 
ing features of the 1933 campaign 
should be the home run war between 
Foxx and Gehrig, with the Babe still 
threatening at every turn. 

The Babe can be counted out only

- Rapprochement Seen. 

The differences between the sheriff's 
office and the commission were on 
the way toward a settlement Thurs- 
day after Sheriff James I], Lowry 
had appeared before the board for the 
first time since the salary slashin~ be- 
gan last week. After being instructed 
that a 25 per cent cut must be made 
in his department pay roll, the 
sheriff sent his list of employes and 
their salaries back to the commission 
unadjusted. 

The commissioners then proceeded 
to adjust his salaries for him, making 
50 per cent cuts in some cases. Tues- 
day the sheriff sent a_ revised list 
showing a general 25 per cent reduc- 
tion back to the commissioners. They 
voted to send the list back to him 
with instructions that they had al- 
ready acted and that if he wished an 
audience they would grant him cne. 

Thursday Sheriff Lowrv appeared 
before the board and carrying a new 
list representing the cuts as applied 
to his deputies asked that the matter 
be reopened.

MTARTHUR WARNS 
OF WEAKER ARMY 


Chief of Staff Warns 
Against Further Reduc- 
tion of Strength. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(4)— 
General Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff, ranks the United States seven- 
teenth in military strength of land 
forces among the nations of the 
world. 

Warning a house appropriations 
subcommittee that “we are living in 
troublesome times,” the army leader 
said “practically all other nations are 


increasing their strengths” while the 
United States hag reduced its forces. 

“World conditions are unsettled 
and provocative,” MacArthur said in 
testifying before the committee which 
drafted the war department supply 
bill for the next fiscal year. “Many 
nations are passing through economic 
crises. The tense situation in the far 
east, which for some weeks during 
the past winter flamed into open hos- 
tilities, emphasized again the untrust- 
worthiness of treaties as complete 
safeguards to international peace. 

“The Geneva conference for nearly 
a year has been studying formula for 
effecting universal reductions in land 
armaments. The results to date have 
been practically negligible.” 

MacArthur said the United States 
“has accomplished a degree of reduc- 
tion in its land forces that stands a 
unique example among world pow- 
ers,’ and added: 

“These reductions leave the United 
States now the seventeenth ranking 
nation in military strength in the 
world. As practically all other na- 
tions are increasing their strengths, 
it is quite possible that in the near 
future the United States will drop 
even further in the relative list.” 

“It is apparent,” he said, “that the 
larger nations are increasing their 
outlays for military preparedness.” 
He added he was “unalterably. op- 
posed” to sacrificing “trained man 
power,” and declared:

RED CROSS HEAD 
SEES DIRE NEED 


|Payne Tells Senate Com- 
mittee Clothing Supply 
Is Wholly Inadequate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(?)— 
John Barton Payne, chairman of the 
American National Red Cross, told a 
senate committee today that cotton 
voted by congress last session to pro- 
vide clothing for the needy is meet- 
ing only abou 20 per cent of the 
demand. 

Testifying at hearings on the La 
Follette-Costigan bill under which 
$500,000,000 would be raised by a 
federal bond issue and given outright 
to the states for unemployment re- 
lief, Payne said the requests for 
clothing are continuing and that more 
cotton is needed. 

He did not commit himself on the 
La Follette-Costigan bill, but de- 
scribed to the committee the work 
of the Red Cross in distributing flour 
and clothing made from government 
wheat and cotton. 

President William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
followed him on the stand, urged im- 
mediate enactment of the half-billion 
relief measure, saying: 

“Half *our population is living be- 
low the level needed to maintain 
health and efficiency.” 

Green, in urging prompt action on 
the bill, said he felt that if men in 
public life fully realized the gravity 
of the situation, congress would be 
compelled to pass a measure of this 
kind quickly. 

“Unemployment has increased and 
is increasing,” he said. “The limited 
resources of more and more people 
are becoming exhausted. More and 
more families are reaching the stage 
where they must be helped.” 

He added that private relief agen- 
cies almost have broken down, partly 
because persons who are in a posi- 
tion to contribute have become ac- 
customed to the distress around them. 

The La Follette-Costigan bill was 
approved in emphatie terms by Don- 
ald R. Richberg, general counsel of 
the Railway Labor Executives’ As- 
socation, 

He expressed hope that a program 
of economic recovery would be “made 
effective before too large a percent- 
age of the American people have been 
starved into either hopeless resigna- 
tion or desperate revolt.”

HOOSICK, N. Y., Jan. 12.—(?)—
